Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of reference neither teaches nor discloses a synchronous pump 
control wherein the turn-off of the pump is based upon a comparison of a critical load 
angle with a current mean load angle value. Wherein the critical load angle is 
determined at a high level condition as determined by a float level sensor.
